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*DOOLITTLE SKIDS 


DISABLED PLANE 
TO CRASH LANDING 


Noted Speed Pilot, Forced 
to Come Down Without 
Wheels, Emerges From 
Wreck Unhurt at Wichita. 


By the Associated Press. 4 
‘WICHITA, Kan., Aug. 23.—Ma- 
jor James Doolittle of St. Louis, 
noted speed flyer, made a spectac- 
ular landing without injury to him- 
self here today after being kept 
aloft an hour and 45 minutes in his 
remodeled Laird racing biplane by 
a faulty retractable landing gear. 


The ship was damaged to such 
an extent that it cannot be re- 
paired, in time for the Bendix tro- 
phy face from Los Angeles to 
Cleveland, next Saturday, in which 
Doolittle hoped to participate. 
Doolittle succeeded in releasing 
his landing gear a few inches, 
enough that the wheels would turn 
as the plane struck the ground. 
The wheels held firmly for a mo- 
ment, but folded again and the 
plane noSed over slightly, bending 
the propeller blade. By that time 
the ship was skidding on the 
fuselage. However, the speed had 
been so slackened that the pilot 
was only slightly shaken up. 

The flight today was the first test 
of the rebuilt plane in which Doo- 
little won the Bendix trophy last 
year for his record flight from 
Burbank, Cal. to the air races at 
Cleveland. He pushed it on to New 
ark, N. J., after touching the 
wheels of the ship to the ground at 
Cleveland and established the pres- 
ent West-East record of 11 hours 
and 11 minutes. It was virtually 
rebuilt here for an attempt to low- 
er the records of both the Bendix 
and West-East flights. The plane 
was turned over to Doolittle’ late 
yesterday but, after taxiing it 
around the field a while, he or- 
dered further adjustments to the 
landing gear. He said it did not 
have the proper “spring.”

FORMAL PROPOSAL 
MADE AT HEARING 


Session Adjourns Until 
Sept. 26 — In the Mean- 
time Those With Claims 
Will Decide on Course. 


The two-day hearing as to as- 
sets of the closed brokerage house 


of Mark C. Steinberg & Co. ended 
this afternoon, when the firm’s of- 
fer in composition, or settlement, 
was read formally to the large 
gathering of creditors and their 
lawyers. The details of the offer 
were previously th their hands. The 
hearing was held in the Federal 
Building. 

The hearing was adjourned un- 
til Sept. 26, to permit the offer to 
be circulated among all the cred- 
itors, and studied by them. At the 
resumption of the hearing next 
month, Steinberg’s attorneys .will 
file a petition to confirm the settle- 
ment, and the court, or referee in 
bankruptcy, will fix a date on 
which counsel for the creditors mayy 
present argument in opposition. 
The matter is to be determined by 
vote of the general creditors, a 
majority both as to number and 
amount of claims being required. 

Whether the creditors*would do 
better to accept the firm’s offer of 
settlement, 20 per cent cash pay- 
ment and 80 per cent in notes, or 
to reject the offer and send the 
firm through bankruptcy, was the 
question raised by counsel for some 
of the creditors, at today’s session 
of the hearing. . 

Arnold Hoffman, auditor for the 
receivers, was asked by Attorney 
David Baron for an estimate as to 
what the company would pay out if 
it were to go through bankruptcy. 
Hoffman, in replying, based his 
calculations on present values, 
rather than those of April 28, the 
date when the firm was placed in 
receivership. 

He estimated general claims of 
unsecured creditors ag about $1,- 
000,000. (Schedules on file place 
their total at $1,169,000.) To ap- 
ply to these general claims, he said, 
there were assets, not subject to 
reclamation, of about $150,000. 
This would mean a payment of 15 
cents on the dollar. 


With Receivership Cost. 

But, Hoffman continued in reply 
to questions, he had not figured in 
the cost of the receivership. If the 
receivership should cost $100,000, 
he said, this would leave only $50,- 
000 for the creditors, or 5 cents on 
the dollar. 

Here the acting referee in bank- 
ruptcy, John L. Plowman of Han- 
nibal, broke in. Presiding yester- 
day and today, he had not before 
interrupted the testimony. - 

„It is futile to attempt to esti- 
mate the expense of the receiver- 
ship,” Plowman said. “That is to 
be fixed by the court. If anyone 
expects that $100,000 will be paid 
in attorney’s fees out of $150,000 
available to creditors, he is badly 
mistaken. Just because a large 
business has failed, it does not fol- 
low that the court will allow large 
fees to the attorneys.” 

Up to Majority. 

The firm's settlement offer, to 
be made formally at the conclusion

MARKET UNEVEN AT CLOSE 
AFTER DAY OF HEAVY TRADING 


Sharp Upswing Lost in Late Trad- 
ing; Much Activity in Bonds 
Also.

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—Violent 
drives in the stock market en- 
countered considerable opposition 
today, and mucb of a sharp up- 
swing was lost in the late trading. 
Final prices found a mixture of 
moderate gains and losses. 

Like stocks, bonds ran into ¢on- 
siderable profft taking in the aft- 
ernoon, which substantially „re- 
duced several extreme gains of $10 
to $30 a bond of $1000 par value. 

Trading in stocks was at a fever- 
ish pace during much of the day, 
and despite some slackening of 
trading on the decline, the day’s 
transfers in the Stock Exchange 
were around four and a half mil- 
lion shares, making it one of the 
biggest days of the year. Extreme 
gains of $1 to $5 a share in many 
of the prominent issues were 
sharply reduced.

Leo Bailey, broker of Decatur, 
Il; disappeared here last Friday 
when in St. Louis to discuss with 
former Circuit Attorney Sidener 
the sale of $18,000 of stolen bonds 
by Sidener to Bailey last March, 
the police announced today. He 
has not since been seen by rela- 
tives or friends. 

Sidener, interviewee by police, 
said Bailey had not visited his of- 
fice, as Bailey had said he intend- 
ed to do. Bailey was last seen at 
11 o'clock Friday morning in the 
office of Bennett & Co., brokers, 


in the Central National Bank 
Building. 
Bailey and W. W. Ellison, a 


in Bailey’s car and registered at 


Hotel Statier that night. Prior to 
beginning the trip Bailey told Elli- 
son he intended “to have a show- 
down with Sidener about the money 
Yor those stolen bonds.” 


Stolen Bond Transaction. 
As previously told, Sidener left 
the bonds with Bailey last March 


17 to be sold. Bailey gave him 
a draft for $5000 as part payment. 
When it was discovered the bonds 
were stolen in the $142,000 rob- 
bery of the Farmers & Merchants’ 
State Bank at Hannibal, last Octo- 
ber, Bailey demanded that he get 
his money back, since the. bonds 
had been impounded by the Chi- 
cago office of Bennett & Co., to 
which Bailey sent them. 

Sidener, who declared he was an 
innocent party to the transaction, 
announced he had returned $800, 
which he had received from the 
safe, to Bailey. The remainder he 
had turned over, he said, to Charles 
Spicuzza, St. Louis fruit dealer and 
professional bondsman, who had 
given the bonds to Sidener for sale. 
Spicuzza sdid he had turned over 
the $4200 to his attorney to be held 
until it was determined who was to 
get the money. Sidener had ex- 
plained that he had retained the 
$800 because Spicuzza owed him a 
debt of that amount. 

Bailey’s Companion’s Report. 
In reporting Bailey’s disappear- 
ance yesterday, his attorney, Thom- 
as Armstrong. told of his departure 
from Decatur. He d that while 
Bailey was preparing for the trip 
a Mr. McDermott, who has a near- 
by office, came in and wished Bai- 
ley “Good luck.” 

“Thanks,” Bailey replied. “Tl 
need it.” 

At the time, Armstrong said, Bai- 
ley was wrapping a package which 
apparently contained securities. On 
the arrival of Bailey and Ellison at 
the. Statler that evening, Ellison 
noticed that Bailey took the pack- 
age from the machine and carried

The purpose of the flight is to 
demonstrate the safety of trans- 
Atlantic flying over the air-mail 
route which has been charted by 
the Government. 

The plane carries 350 gallons of 
gasoline and has a cruising radius 
of seven or seven and one-halt 
hours at 110 miles an hour. It is 
powered with two Pratt- Whitney 
420 horsepower motors.

EACHING the high water mark 
R in the 14 years of its history

The occasion was ost aus- 
picious, for the largest crowd of 
the summer—more than 2000 per- 
sons were turned away from the 
box office—was on hand for the 
world’s premier of the entirely new 
show. The 10,000 and more who 
succeeded in getting seats and 
filled to Sverflowing the standing 
room space were treated to a gor- 
geous performance of a magnifi- 
cent light opera—a smashing hit 
which will make New York and the 
rest of the world sit up and take 
notice when the Shuberts offer it 
in the metropolis this fall. 

For this “Cyrano” of Samuel Po- 
krass, a young German-Russian 
composer, with a book by Charles 
O. Locke, is a thing of joy for the 
theater. The music is distinctive 
and, in its lighter moments, most 
diverting, although, very properly, 
no attempt has been made to in- 
ject so-called pcoular airs. That. 
perhaps, will come later when the 
iece reaches New York and the 
caged song writers of Tin Pan Al- 
ley view, with alarm, the lack of a 
Broadway melody.

tions, are inadequate to meet its

. The Kentucky mountainéers 
dreaded the pésychiatrical ordeal. 
This is not unusual, for the tests 
in the past have revealed that the 
moonshiner mountaineers, who 
sOmetimes make up 60 per cent of 
Atlanta’s prison population, are of 
low-grade intelligence. Thus, while 
Capone submitted with a little 
amusement to the skin sensitivity 
test, the mountaineers wondered 
why the doctor pricked them with 
pins. They thought it was a form 
of punishment! | 

However, the tests indicated that 
Al Capone, once gangland’s power- 
ful overlord, is by no means a man 
of extraordinary intelligence. On 
the contrary, thé psychiatrie ex- 
amination revealed some amiazing 
and unexpected facta. In brief, it 
showed Him to be a conceited, 
pompous individual, with a men- 
tality of a child of 13 years and 
live months, and one afflicted with 
“delusions of grandeur.“ 

To begin with, the various tests 
of the reflexes were fiattéring 
enough. They showed that ‘his 
muscular co-ordination is normal, 
that he is well developed. The re- 
port of the éxamination étated that 
Capone enters the examining 
room quiétly, speaks in a low tone 
with a slight accent, and is courte. 
ous, He answers questions prompt- 
ly, relevantly, and coherently. He 
exhibits no mannerisins, except for 
a slight twitehing in the left tem- 
ple when questioned closely,” 
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Throughout the examination, 
however, Capone barely concealed 
his hostility to the psychiatrist, es- 
pecially when queried as to his -ac- 
tivities on the outside. He even 


réiterated, what he had said just, 
before going to prison, that his con- 


viction aud sentence were part of 
a “frame-up.” Further question- 
ing in this regard proved fruitless, 
for Capone refused to amplify his 
answers and professed ignorance 
as to details of the “frame-up.” 


URTHER tests brought forth 
Fine revelation that while Ca- 

pone has no hallucinations it is 
likely that a more severe éxamina- 
tion would indicate well-marked 
“delusiofia of grandeur.” This, of 
course, may well account for the 
‘phenomenal manner in which he 
fought his ‘way up to the top of 
Chicago gangland. There can be 
no doubt that Capone looked upon 
himself as a czar, The fact that he 


exerted fear over thousands was 
ample food for his vanity. 

This is further substantiated by 
the remarks appended to the re- 
port of his mental tests. The ex- 
aminer said that Capone was “a 
rather conceited, pompous and self- 
confident individual who falls into 
the dull, normal group. Upon psy- 


chological examination it is found. 
that he has a mental Age of 13 


years and 5 months and an intelli- 
gence quotient cf 87.“ 

In other words, his intelligence 
quotient was found to be three 
points below normal, a significant 
and important insight into the “Big 
Shot’s” mind. But it became even 
more important when a further 
diagnosis showed that he had con- 
stitutional psychopathy with prob- 
ably inhibited phychosis” and pa- 
ranoia,. mild, with psychotic epi- 
sodes.“ 

In non-technical verbiage, this 
means that Capon+ suffers from 
moral irresponsibility with mental 
disorders resulting from inability 
of the repressed desires to find out- 
let in action and in which the im- 
agined state is identified with real- 
ity. That is, his delusions of 
grandeur found no outlet in legiti- 
mate pursuits, yet he continued to 
imagine himself, when a poor nvod- 
lum from Brooklyn, as a great mas- 
ter-mind. And in time he applied 
that imagination to the only outlet 
he could find—the underworld.

mal behavior consists not 30 

much to suppression and em- 
ination of undesirable traits as in 
the setting of definite limits of 
play for its native reactions. 

This ie true of anger. The an- 
gerless child ia ufiattractive and in- 
effective. it falls an easy victitn 
to the more aggressive children. 
and, if unchanged. becomes in 
aduithood a member of the “timid 
soul” cian. 4 

On the other hand, the resentfui 
child, the one that never forgets a 
hurt. and seeks vengeance for 
every real or imaginary offense, 
threatens to become «a social men- 
ace. 

The chlid inatinetively resents 
and is angered by physical hurt 
and by restraint. This is as it 
should be, but there must be some 
meastire of relationship between 
the offense and oe resentment 
provoked. 

In the r child an of- 
fense of small significance is likely 
to provoke unlimited resentment. 

This is in part dus to the fact 
that in addition to the physical ele- 
ment of pain there te in the hurt 
an offense against the personality 
or the ego of the child. It reacts 
to that alone and does not take 
into consideration extenuating cir- 
cumstances, such for example as 
lack of evil intention on the part 
of the one who hurt the child, or 
the neccssity of imposing restraint 
upon it. 

The teaching of the child to con- 
trol its anger must begin at e time 
in the youngster’s life when there 
is little opportunity for appealing 
to its reason. It must therefore be 
instructed by example, and by ef- 
fects. it cannot be taught much 
by argument. 

In temperéd parents set poor ex- 
amples for their children. A child 
cannot be taught by browbeating 
and threats, to control its anger. 


But a genial manner win curb 


wrath. 

To this should be added the re-, 
enforcing lesson of experience. The 
child that grows violent in its play 
should be taught that such be- 
havior leads to undesirable ends, 
namely, play is stopped.
